1. As a result of a conversation between C_ * \ 
SFB/STC, and the undersigned, the following information is sub- 
mitted for you r compliance as a means of expediting Provisional 
Operational Clearances, as well as full Operational Clearances: 


A. Headquarters traces henceforth will include not 

only a name Check made in RI, but also checking 
with Cl HJ office. Staff C; 

B. Submitting a Green List; 


C. Notifying d ~33the results of all ^traces ; 

D. Notifying tl ~^Hthe results of the Green last 

check; 


E. Although submittance of PRQ Parts 1 and 2 with Car- 
riage and Psychological Assessments is usually suf- 
ficient for receiving clearances, it is nevertheless; 
brought to your attention that, should there be any 
derogatory or questionable aspects concerning the 
agent candidate in the Case Officer's files, which 
have not been reflected in reports submitted to 
Staff C, this information should be forwarded to 
Staff C. Usually this will not cause clearances to 
be delayed or cancelled, but will assure the Case 
Officer of having fulfilled his responsibility to 
Staff C, should any future CE implications arise. 


2. Your attention, however, is directed to the fact that 
once clearances have been obtained, the Case Officer's responsi- 
bility for furnishing Staff C subsequent questionable information 
on agents or agent candidates tannsttftfrx mncwmaxy .
